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This series of 3 lectures will present recent developments in numerical relativity, and 
their applications to simulating black hole mergers and computing the resulting 
gravitational waveforms. In this third and final lecture, we present applications of the results 
of numerical relativity simulations to gravitational wave detection and astrophysics.
